SYDNEY OLYMPIC

F marred the match when 


violence erupted in the

Andrew Bernal.

THE clear contrast 
in fortunes of the

defeat. 

New signing Jose Iri- 
arte made an encoura- 
ging NSL debut for his 
club, striker Tony 
Krslovic was recalled as 
team captain and for- 
mer Youth Socceroo 
Robert Stanton bro- 
ught back ir the middle 
of the park. 

Out went George Jo- 
levski and Ivan Petko- 
vic while Zeljko Jurin 
was relegated to the 
substitutes bench. 

But apart from kee- 
ping the scoreline down 
to a narrow margin, 
Sydney Croatia never 
really looked threate- 
ning against a super 
confident Melbourne

Murphy admitted af-

MELBOURNE Cro- 
atia has given up 
hope of re-signing

Adzic verbally agre- 
ed to Croatia's terms 
last week but has inste- 
ad opted to remain in 
Croatia where an army 
sports camp has opened 
to accommodate elite 
sportspeople. 


“IT really wasn’t 
counting on him co- 
ming anyway”, Mur- 
phy said this week. 

“I just took the atti- 
tude that if he came it 
would have been a 
bonus.

his home base for the 
past three years, and 
Melbourne. 

Cole knows all about 
fighting back from ad- 
versity after a smash 
which, according to 
him, left him lucky to be 
alive. 

Only recently has he 
had the last of his physi- 
otherapist visits and re- 
turned to running to 
Stay in trim. 

All Cole’s team-buil- 
ding plans counted for 
nought as he struggled 


to regain his health af- 
ter the accident. 

Only now, with his 
face partly — and ex- 
pertly — reconstruc- 
ted, is he getting the 
chance to re-shape the 
Heidelberg side which 
slumped to 12th on the 
ladder last season.

AUSSIE coach Ken 
Worden’s extraor- 
dinary run of suc- 
cess has continued’ 
in Malaysia, where 
his club side Selan- 
gor last week cap- 
tured the Malaysian 
version of the FA 
Cup. 

Worden, who racked 
up a string of successes 
in Western Australiar 
football before guiding

THE University of 
Canberra has decided 
to quit the ACT First 
Division and apply for 
Third Division mem- 
bership next season. 

“We are going before 
we are pushed,’ club 
president Paul Davison 
said this week. 

The news was broken 
to players during an emo- 
tional club presentation 
night at the university at 
the weekend. 

“Some of the younger 
players were in tears,” 
Davison said. 

Others are believed to 
have walked out in pro- 
test at the decision, but 
Davison said it was 
pointless continuing in 
the First Division next 
season if relegation was 
inevitable under the pro- 
visions of the Neame re- 
port into ACT soccer. 

The report proposes 
that from 1993 the First 
Division consist of eight 
to 10 “major clubs” with 
junior affiliates based on 
geographical areas. 
There is no provision in 
the top flight for instituti- 
onal clubs such as the 


universities, RMC and 
the Defence Academy. 

“It was quite clear that 
with our future in so 
much doubt we would 
not have been able to at- 
tract new players next 
season,”’ Davidson said. 
“We would have been 
hanging around waiting 
to get relegated. 

“At least this way our 
younger players will 
have an opportunity to 
get fixed up with other 
clubs. 

“There is also the que- 
stion of finance. Even 
though we don’t pay our 
players it still costs the 
university $21,000 a year 
to keep the teams on the 
park, and that would 
have increased next sea- 
son with the ruling we 
have to play on fully en- 
closed ovals. 

“There is no way I 
could have asked for 
more money for ground 
hire when so much is 
going into -maintaining 
the pitches we already 
have on campus. 

“I must say there is a 
lot of bitterness in our 
decision. In the six years 
we have been in the First 
Division we have won 
the Federation Cup once

and been beaten finalists 
twice, we have won a mi- 
nor premiership and 
been a beaten finalist in 
the Ampol Cup — yet we 
are still considered a se- 
cond-class citizen under 
the Neame report.” 

Davison said a number 
of leading players, in- 
cluding top scorer Mick 
Giugni, have indicated 
they will stick with the 
club.

Now that coverage of 
our own NSL and Soc- 
ceroo matches is back

where it has always be- 
longed, the soccer jig- 
saw at SBS is just about 
complete. 


From those unforget- 
table 28 days in June 
1990 and the splendid 
World Cup presentation 
from Italy, the -Euro- 
92 finals due to be 
shown direct from Swe- 
den in the middle of 
next year, a planned 
weekly one hour pack- 
age of FA Cup high- 
lights beginning in 
January culminating in 
a live transmission of 
the final from Wem- 
bley, the three hour 
football fiesta shown 
every Sunday morning 
and now Australian 
soccer as well, there can 
surely be very little else 
local fans can possibly 
yearn for. 

It may also have been 
nothing more than pure 
coincidence, but the 
rapid strides made in 
developing our juniors 
during the last decade 
has gone hand in hand 
with the introduction of 


SBS in 1980. All of a 
sudden, our youngsters 
were exposed to the 
many different styles of 
football played around 
the ghobe rather than 
the excellent diet shown 
from Britain which they 
had become accusto- 
med to. 

There’s very little 
doubt in my own mind 
that SBS has played a 
small but significant 
role in raising the over- 
all standard of a whole 
generation. 

Having so much to be 
grateful therefore, I 
find myself somewhat 
hesitant in raising a 
matter which may need 
to be carefully conside- 
red by SBS manage- 
ment in order to avoid 
any possible  detri- 
mental effect on our 
National League. 

With the very best of 
world football so readi- 
ly available on our tele- 
vision screens, enough 
to satisfy the keenest 
and most fastidious of 
fans, it makes one won- 
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local matches. 

Another factor 
which could present a 
danger is the undisput- 
able reality that the 
quality of our game can 
in no way compare 
favourably with that 
which had been witnes- 
sed on television a few 
hours earlier. 

The very best talent 
in the world, shown in 
action through highly 
skilled editing which 
highlights the most dra- 
matic moments can 
only serve to magnify 
any deficiencies exist- 
ing in the local product. 

An unfair compari- 
son to say the least but 
one which clearly illu- 
strates the dilemma 
being faced. To find a 
correct balance be- 
tween the two is very 
obviously no easy task 
but this possible poten- 
tial problem needs to be 
recognised and ad- 
dressed. 


One answer could be 
to simply eliminate the 
repeat showing of 
“World Soccer” and 
reschedule “European 
Football” to either Fri- 
day or Monday night. 
The one-hour package 
from Italy can then re- 
main as the only appeti- 
ser which might serve as 
a stimulus fox fans to 
attend a local game on 
Sunday night. 


Soccer fans in this 
country have much to 
be thankful of as far as 
SBS television is con- 
cerned. If the station 
can discover a formula 
which continues to of- 
fer its viewers world 
football of the highest 
calibre without the risk 
of jeopardising attend- 
ances to our local game, 
it will be doing a tre- 
mendous service not 
only to football but in 
the long term, also to 
itself.

cer family is a move 
which has to be heartily 
applauded by all sport- 
ing fans and yet another 
confirmation of the wis- 
dom to change the sea- 
son from winter to 
summer. 


Those few who still 
oppose the move to 
summer soccer — and 
yes there are still some 
who do, need to ask 
themselves whether 
four hours of prime 
time live football, 
including a full de- 
scription of the match 
of the day, would have 
been even remotely 


possible during the 
Rugby League season 
in Sydney. 

Come to think of it, I 
wonder if soccer’s spo- 
nsor, who traditio- 
nally launches its major 
marketing thrust dur- 
ing the lead-up to sum- 
mer, would have seen 
fit to forge its ties with 
soccer had the game 
stuck to the old winter 
season. 

Quite simply, both of 
these developments are 
yet another strong vote 
of confidence in the 
now proven success of 
the summer soccer 
concept.

DIEGO Maradona 
says he is fed up with 
continual harass- 
ment by the Argen- 
tine media and wan- 
ted to quit his home- 
land to live in the Uni- 
ted States. 

“They (reporters and 
photographers) mount 
guard outside my house 
and hassle me all day 
long. 

“T can’t take it any lon- 
ger. I want to settle in the 
United States,” he said 
in brief remarks to a local 
television network. 

Last month, a repre- 
sentative of indoor club 
San Diego Sockers of the 
Major Soccer League 
flew to Buenos Aires to 
discuss opportunities in 
the United States for the 
former Napoli player 
once his world suspen- 


sion for cocaine use expi- 
res next year. 

Maradona, awaiting 
trial in Argentina on co- 
caine possession charges 
after his arrest on April 
26, said there were peo- 
ple in Argentina who 
bore him ill will. 

“I was out of the coun- 
try for nine years and 
now there are people 
who can’t stand me, per- 
haps because I made a lot 
of money. I might have 
made mistakes but my 
family shouldn’t have to 
pay for them. 

“I just want to be left in 
peace,” he added. 

Maradona, who led 
Argentina to their 1986 
World Cup triumph, said 
he would have to obtain 
special permission to lea- 
ve the country from the 
judge in charge of his 
case.

BRAZIL’s players 
want to go to Europe 
and the country’s 
clubs need to sell 
them to make ends 
meet. 


It is not difficult to see 
why Brazilian clubs are 
hard up. 

Flamengo, the coun- 
try’s best-supported 
club. are so hard-up they 
can’t afford to buy suffi- 
cient equipment for their 
players to train with. 

Manager Vanderlei 
Luxemburgo said as 
much after his team 
struggled to draw with 
the modest part-timers 
of Itaperuna in the Rio 
championship and was 
promptly sacked for 
doing so. 

The club’s directors 
even admitted Luxem- 


burgo was correct. 

They just could not 
stomach him telling 
everyone. 

In Sao Paulo, less than 
a month of the competi- 
tion had passed before 
Tele Santana called for 
the abolition of the state 
championships and their 
replacement with a nati- 
onal league. 


You can’t blame him. 

Sao Paulo play in the 
magnificent 150,000 
capacity Morumbi sta- 
dium, yet after eight sta- 
te championship mat- 
ches. they had been wat- 
ched by an average of 
4,571 people. 

Better than Catandu- 
vense, with their 1,022 
average, but not what the 
Brazilian champions 
might expect. 

Sao Paulo vice-presi- 


dent Fernando Casal de 
Rey claims that the club 
spends 120,000 dollars a 
month to put the team on 
the field, yet in a state 
championship is lucky to 
collect more than 50,000 
dollars in gate receipts.” 


“Most of our income is 
not directly from football 
but from the advertising 
on shirts, the sale of tele- 
vision rights and excur- 
sions abroad,”’ says 
Casal de Rey. 

“At the moment we 
have the structure to be 
able to survive without 
selling players abroad — 
but I think we are unique 
in Brazil in this respect.” 

Casal de Rey and San- 
tana are both against the 
state championship in its 
current format and want 
it replaced with a natio- 
nal league. 


The Sao Paulo federa- 
tion have insisted on put- 
ting 28 teams into a com- 
petition that runs only 
from July to early De- 
cember, which means all 
clubs face two games a 
week, week in, week out. 

Result: too tiring for 
the players, the suppor- 
ters get bored with so 
many matches which 
they can’t afford to watch 
anyway and half the 
teams are completely out 
of their depth. 

The national league, 
as we’ve mentioned be- 
fore, is not likely to 
happen. 

That is because the 
state federations, who, 
‘incidentally, are not half 
as badly off as the clubs, 
are opposed and that me- 
ans no votes for the CBF 
president.

World. champions Germany kept in the 
hunt for a place in the European 
Championship finals by thrashing Wales 
-4-1 last Wednesday. 

Holland, the European champions, effectively 
guaranteed their place in the finals by beating 
Portugal 1-0, a 20th minute shot from Richard 
Witschge clinching the win. 

Yugoslavia, widely seen as one of the tourna- 
ment favourites until civil war blew apart their 
rhythm at home, got back on the road to Sweden 
with 2-0 win in group four against the Faroe 
Islands. é 

But it was a disappointing day for British teams, 
with England, losing World Cup semifinalists, 
scrambling a 1-0 win over Turkey at Wembley. 

Wales were reduced to 10 men when striker 
Dean Saunders was sent off in the 50th minute fora 
lunging tackle on Thomas Doll. 

Humiliated 1-0 by the Welsh in Cardiff last June, 
the Germans took their revenge in the group five 
qualifier with goals by Andreas Moeller, Rudi 
Voeller and Karl-Heinz Riedle in an 11-minute 
burst before halftime. 

Germany must still beat Belgium and Luxem- 
bourg to be sure of qualifying while Wales, who 
play Luxembourg, have to win and then wait and 
hope that the Germans falter again. 

England's chances were boosted when group 
seven rivals Poland and Ireland battled to a 3-3 
draw in Poznan. Ireland, who play Turkey next, 
led 3-1 until the last 13 minutes. 

Scotland gave away a penalty in the 73rd minute 
and went down 1-0 to Romania. 

It was their first defeat in seven group two qual- 
ifying matches and was a major blow to their hopes 
of making the finals for the first time. 

Switzerland are now group favourites. 

In other results, Northern Ireland beat Austria 
2-1, Bulgaria stopped San Marino 4-0 and 
Czechoslovakia beat Albania 2-1. 

None of these results had any bearing on the 
Euro-92 finals as the countries involved have 
long been eliminated.

South Africa‘s isolation from world soccer will continue for the 
foreseeable future after it was finally ruled out of the 1994 World 


Cup. 

The South Africans 
failed to meet the Au- 
gust 30 deadline to pre- 
sent a united front to the 
African Football 
Federation, CAF, and 
have consequently 
seen their application 
for affiliation rejected 
by the body’s assembly 
general. 

The problem is that 
South African Football 
Association (SANA) 
and the South African 
National Football 
Association (SANFA) 
have failed to bury their 
differences and form a 
single body jo repre- 
sent the sport in the Re- 
public. 

And even if a CAF 
delegation, which is to 
trayel to SouthAfrica in 
November, came back 


convinced that all is 
well and recommended 
affiliation at next year’s 
assembly general in 
Dakar, the timetable is 
such that South Africa 
could not be reinte- 
grated into FIFA be- 
fore the 1994 qualifiers 
were well underway. 

CAF spokesman 
Vyken Djimedjian 
whose brother resides 
in Australia, said at the 
organisation’s Cairo, 
headquarters today: 
“We had expected 
someone to come from 
South Africa to put 
their case, but no-one 
turned up. 

“The problem is 
that SAFA, who are 
the majority and group 
together three federa- 
tions, insist that the 


sport is integrated, but 
the SANFA have told 
us that it is not.” 


A fact-finding mis- 
sion led by CAF execu- 
tive committe member 
Ismail Bhamjee of 
Botswana Was uncon- 
vinced by SAFA’s 
arguments and recom- 
mended rejection of 
the application.

His five goals for 
Chile in the Copa Ame- 
rica made him runner- 
up to six-hitter Gabriel 
Batistuta and attracted 
a string of summer of- 
fers which Luis Cuer- 
vas, the Sevilla presi- 
dent, shrugged aside 
With a terse “not avail- 
able’’ and a reminder 
that Ivan, the club’s re- 
cord signing, is under 
contract until June 30

Yet barely four years 
ago Zamorano was 
going for a song. 

Having been signed 
by Bologna, he had his 
feathers ruffled by the 
brash, no-nonsense ap- 
proach of coach Luigi 
Maifredi and, almost 
before he’d had time to 
say arrivederci, had 
been rated so terrible 
that he was sent to graze 
in the quieter pastures 
of Swiss club St Gallen.
